Attention Red Baron Pilots 


Thanks to all who have helped us 
make it a lot more fun to play Red 
Baron on Version 2.4! 

Because you took some time and 
gave us your input, we’ve been able 
to make the game play more realis- 
tic and more challenging. 

Here are the issues you’ve helped us 
identify and solve: 

If you’ve ever gotten bumped off 
of Red Baron with an “error 218”: 

This alerted us that Red Baron 
players were encountering a joystick 
read error. The problem became 
prevalent only after more of you 
began playing at modem speeds of 
14.4. This error eventually causes a 
buildup in lost packets that bump 
members off the system. 



Our programmers devised fixes for 
this problem that were included in 
the final release of Version 2.4 that 
was shipped free of charge to all 
ImagiNation Network members. 

The best thing is to install your 
new software. But if, for some 
reason, you’re still playing with 
Version 2.3, here’s how you can 
avoid this problem: 

• Play without using a joystick. 

• Play Red Baron at a lower 
baud rate when using a joystick. 


(Higher baud rates used in con- 
junction with joystick play 
increases your chances of experi- 
encing this problem.) 

Gameplay warping with Preferred 
Access Numbers connection versus 
non-preferred access connection: 

We found that this problem is 
experienced primarily by members 
connected at 2400 baud on non- 
preferred connections. This is 
mostly due to more packet traffic 
experienced on the non-preferred 
net connections, especially during 
prime time hours of 5 to 10 p.m. 
Pacific time. 

To solve the problem, we plan 
to add more Preferred Access 
Numbers in the coming year. We’ll 
keep you posted as new Preferred 
Access Numbers become available. 

In the meantime, your best bet is to: 

• Play against members who are 
connected at the same baud rate 
and type of connection as your 
own. 

• Set your modem connection for 
the default modem, or set your 
modem to use error correction as 
specified in your modem owner’s 
manual. 

• Play at 9600 baud rate and above 
if available. 

If your modem automatically detects 
the highest baud rate possible and 
logs you on at the higher baud rates: 

Some members have mentioned 
that setting their modem to a lower 
baud rate access makes no differ- 


ence if the higher baud rate is 
available on the number they use to 
call in. The best possible fix we’ve 
discovered is to call into access areas 
that only have the lower baud rates 
available. The only other way to 
address this issue is to switch to 
a different modem that does not 
auto-detect. 



If you encounter a difference in 
frame rate with a Pentium computer: 

Red Baron’s frame rate calculation 
is direcdy related to the speed and 
flight modeling used to play the 
game. To create more equitable and 
realistic play for everyone, we had 
to equalize the number of frames 
being drawn so that it’s the same 
for Pentium machines as it is for 
a 486 computer. Those who are 
accustomed to flying at the in- 
creased frame rate on a Pentium in 
Version 2.3 will notice a difference 
in the framerate for Version 2.4. 
However, these changes allow you 
and your opponents to test skills — 
not machine performance. This 
is the solution that was requested 
by most of the Red Baron mem- 
bership. 

If you’ve wanted to know the baud 
rate of your opponent: 

Rest easy! We’ve added this feature 
to the Arena in Version 2.4. Now 
you’ll see baud rate information on 
your opponent as you invite them 
to a game.

Q: When I try to play Front Page 
Sports: Football Online ,™ I get a 
message that says: Insufficient 
Expanded Memory. 

A: Football Online requires 585K 
(599,040 bytes) of conventional 
memory and 1024K (1,048,576 
bytes) of expanded (EMS) memory. 
Some computers are not configured 
for expanded memory, but it’s easy 
to create expanded memory with a 
Front Page Sports: Football Online 
boot disk. You’ll need a blank disk 
that fits in your A: drive and is the 
same density (high density or dou- 
ble density) as that drive. Change 
to your Football Online directory 
(usually C:\INN\FOOTBALL) 
and type: INSTALL. Select CRE- 
ATE A BOOTABLE FLOPPY from 
the Installation Choices menu. 

Follow the on-screen instructions. 
When your boot disk is finished, 
restart your computer with this disk 
in the A: drive each time you want 
to connect to the ImagiNation 
Network and you’ll have the ex- 


panded memory you need to play 
Front Page Sports: Football Online. 

Q: When I was installing my soft- 
ware for Front Page Sports Football 
Online , I got this message: “error 
reading drive B:”. What does this 
mean, and what do I need to do to 
fix the problem? 

A: If you are installing Front Page 
Sports: Football Online using 
Windows,™ quit Windows and 
install through DOS. If you still 
have problems, follow the instruc- 
tions provided in the previous 
answer to create and use a boot 
disk before. 

Q: I’ve been playing a lot lately. 
How can I save money every month? 
A: AT&T long distance customers 
get 10 percent off the monthly 
membership fee.
